The director 
slates lhat

stance o f killing by young men 'who were at some previous time

potentially dangerous type—namely, a combination of low intel­ 
ligence and abnormal affectivity." 
He declares one 
could go to 
the index files o f the juvenile court and, picking out a dozen recent 
c: M'S in which such a diagnosis has been made, say 
with assur­ 
ance that within six months one or more of this little group will Pittsburgh Sun. 
be arretted on a charge of murder,
